IMMIGRATION VS. CHOLERA. 


Everyone bnows that what the Northwest 
needs to make it great is population and almost 
everyone looks to immigration as the means 
whereby, through rapid increase of population, 
this greatress ‘s to be achieved, Consequently 
everything that tends towards inducing or in- 
creasing immigration is well received and favor- 
ably considered by the great majority of the 
people of these Territories and of Canada. At 
the same time it is a well-known fact that the 
immigration policy pursued by the Canadian 
government for the past twenty yeais has been 
~-to put it mildly—a farce and a failure. This 
fact seems to have, at least, begun to dawn on 
the minds of the Ottawa authorities and the 
cry has gone forth for a changed and more 
Vigorous immigration policy. This is very good, 
as far asit goes. Energy based on knowledge 
is good and useful; but energy based on ignor- 
ance is vast'y more dangerous than simple in- 
activity. Judging from the rumors from time 
to time appearing as to the nature of the policy 
likely to be pursued, ignorance still rules by a 


lurge majority in the immigration — de- 
partment. In the face of the known 
existence of cholera in many parts of 
continental Europe, and its particular- 


ly virulent and continued existence in Ham- 
burg, the chief port from which continental 
Kuropean immigrants came, it would appear 
that our authorities propose to use every exer- 
tion to secure immigrants for the Northwest 
from the infected districts, coming through the 
infected port, for distribution throughout the 
Northwest. If this policy is put into effeet, or 
indeed if the very opposite policy of complete 
exclusion of all probably infected persons, is 
not energetically enforced, only one result is 
possible and that is that cholera, will be spread 
wll over there Territories, with what result may 
he imagined, not only in regard to present loss 
of life but in regard to future immigration. 
The Northwest is above everythingelse a health 

country. ‘This is one of its greatest reeommend- 
ations to the intelligent immigrant—the only 
kind that is benefical or desirable—and as a 
matter of policy, to say nothing of any other 
feature of the case, it would be better to totally 
prohibit European immigration for a season 
rather than have a fatal disease Spread through 


its every part. No matter how — the 
cholera’ may rage in Europe or in 
the more congested parts of America, the 


Northwest, owing to its sparse population and 
superior healthfulness of climate, ean be 
kept free from it. And this is the first duty 
of our authorities. It would cost more money 
to fight the cholera if it once obtains a foothold 
than ten years immigration to acholera  infect- 
ed country, as this would be set down to be, 
would be worth. The newspapers of the North- 
west have a serious duty to perform in this mat- 
ter and should not fail to unanimously and 
strongly press upon the attention of the Ottawa 
authorities the absolute necessity of keeping 
out the cholera even at the loss of a season's 
immigration,

THE MANITOBA SCHOOL QUESTION, 

The sub-committee, to whom whe referred the 
Manitoba school case, made a report to His Ex- 
cellency, which has been adopted by the gov- 
enor ‘in-council, The report says: As to the 
request which the petitioneers make in the se- 
coud paragraph of their prayer, viz., ‘That it 
may be declared that said acts (53 Vic., 37 and 
38) do prejudicially affect rights and privileges 
with regard to denominational schools which 
the Roman Catholics had by law or practice in 
the provinee of Manitoba at the time of the 
Union”; the sub-committee are of opinion that 
the judgment of th» judicial committee is con- 
clusive as to the rights with regard to denomi- 
national schools which the Roman Catholics 
had at the time of the Union, and as to the 
bearing thereon of the statutes complained of, 
and Your Excellency is not therefore, in the 
opinion of the sub-committee, properly called 
upon to hear the appeal based on these grounds. 
‘Therefore, if redress is sought on account of the 
state of affairs existing in the province at the 
time of the uaion it must be sought elsewhere 
aud by other means than by way of appeal un- 
der sections of the British North America act 
and the Manitoba act, which are relied on by 
the petitioners as sustaining this appeal. 

The two acts of 1890 complained of must, 
according to the opinion of the sub-committee, 
be regarded as within the power of the legis'a- 
ture of Manitoba, but it remains to be consider- 
ei whether an appeal should be entertained 
and heard as an appeal against the statutes 
which are alleged to have encroached on the 
rights or privileges with regard to denomina- 
tioual schools which were acquired by any class 
of persons in Manitoba not at the time of the 
union but after the union, In the opinion of 
the sub-committce the application is not to be 
dealt with at present as a matter of political 
character or involving political action on the 
part of Your Excellency’s advisers. It should 
he dealt with by Your Excellency in council 
regardless of the personal views which Your 
ixcellency’s advisers may hold with regard to 
d ‘nominational schools, and without political 
action of any of the members of Your Excellen- 
cys council being considered as pledged by the 
fact of this appeal being entertained and heard. 
If the contention of the petitioners be correct 
that such an appeal can be entertained the en- 
quiry will be rather of a judicial than of a poli- 
tical character, and the sub-committee have so 
treated it in hearing counsel and in permitting 
tieir only meeting to be open to the public.

STOCK IN GOOD CONDITION. 
Medecine Hat Times. 


About the worst scare the stockmen of the 
Canadian Northwest have have since °86-’87, | 
was the uaprecedented cold, stormy weather of | 
the early part of this winter, which fortunately 
was succeeded last week by warm springlike 
weather. This, with the heavy Chinook wind 
of Monday and Tuesday has cleared every ves- 
tige of snow from the bench lands and made 
grazing as free as in midsummer. The severe 
weather which began about the middle of Nov- 
ember, was accompanied by storms and heavy | 
falls of snow, which, combined with a ground 
crust, made grazing very difficult, especially for 
sheep. The storms too, had filled the ravines 
and creek bottoms with snow, rendering in- 
accessible much of the hay which remained 
stacked in the hay meadows owing to the early 
closing of winter. Indeed such was the demand 
for feed towards the end of last month, that 
hay went up to $20 a ton, and at that figure it 
could not be got in large quantities. The ad- 
vent of fine weather has caused it to drop again 
to the normal value. ut notwithstanding the 
cold and stormy weather and deep snow, stock 
of all kinds seem to have remained in fair con- 
dition; the mortality, which was confined en- 
tirely to weak cattle and very young calves, 
being very light indeed, scarcely reaching one- 
half of one per cent. Horses and sheep, for 
different reasons, came through all right. It is 
a well-known fact that horses can graze in very 
deep snow, their fore feet being used to clear it 
away. Sheep on the other hand do not manage 
well where there is much snow, but owing to 
the fact that they are kept together in bands, 
under the control of shepherds, they can be 
herded on bottoms where the snow can be clear- 
ed off with the plow, or if necessary they can 
be fed. With cattle it is different. Kxcept 
with small bands it is impossible to hold them 
together, every storm causing them to drift 
before it, so that it is next to impossible for 
large cattle owners to even attempt to feed 
their stoek.
